COUNTERPARTS IN THE U.S. CONGRESS. A TRIP TO THE HILL, A THOROUGH 
BRIEFING ON THE WORKINGS OF THE LEGISLATIVE BRANCH AND MEETINGS WITH 
SOME SENATORS AND REPRESENTATIVES WITH SPECIAL INTEREST IN GREECE 
WOULD BE HIGHLY PROFITABLE FROM HIS POINT OF VIEW. HE WOULD ALSO

BACKGROUND IN COMPUTERS, HE WOULD BENEFIT FROM EXPOSURE TO UNIVERSITIES 

WITH NOTABLE COMPUTER CENTERS. LIKEWISE, HE DESIRES TO VISIT SEVERAL

YORK CITY FOR THIS PURPOSE 

6. EVERT IS THE MAIN MOVDR BEHIND A MONTHLY POLITICAL MAGAZINE - 
NEW POLICY - DIRECTED AT GREEK DEMOCRATIC YOUTH, WHICH HE PUTS OUT 
WITH TWO OTHER MAJORITY NEW DEMOCRACY PARTY DEPUTIES. IN THIS 
CONNECTION, HE WOULD PROFIT FROM CONTACTS WITH THE EDITORS OF 
"PROBLEMS OF COMMUNISM" AND OTHERS WHO MIGHT ADD TO HIS 
PERSPECTIVES RELATING TO HIS PUBLICATION
